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SALE OF SURPLUS PULP 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,.—Owing tothe numerous mis-state- 
ments which appeared in the daily and pro- 
vincial Press within the last couple of months 
concerning the sale of sugar pulp in the 
Saorstat, we consider it necessary to ask you 
to publish the following facts in connection 
with the sale of sugar pulp, the general 
cause of complaint being that farmers at 
home cannot obtain supplies of this com- 
modity, due to. the fact that it is being ex- 
ported. 2 

The facts are as follow :— 

(1) Farmers, whether they are beet-growers 
er not, can purchasé- pulp at the same price 
per ton as can merchants purchasing large 
quantities for the home trade, and those 
handling the exportable surplus. The total 
quantity of pulp manufactured in the Saorstat 
is <pordiditntaly 50,000 tons per vear. Of 
this quantity only about 11.000 tons is offerea 
for sale,.the remaining 59,000 tons being 
used by farmers on their own farms for stock 
feeding. 

(2) In view of the fact that the home 
market is already suj plied to the extent of 
39.000. tons, the Beet Growers’. Association 
claim that they have succeeded tolerably weil 
in developing a home market for pulp which 
is limited, but they cannot accept responsi- 
bility for purchasers who fail to book their 
supplies at the proper time. In 1934-35 
2.411 tons was sold in the home market: in 
1935-36 4,709 tons! and last season 5,544 tons. 
These figures indicate that the demand for 
pulp in the Saorstat is gradually increasing, 
and that before long there will be no surplus 
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for export. Presently the only pulp which is 
exported is that quantity for which pur- 
chasers cannot be found at home. The sale 
of sugar pulp is advertised in all daily and 
provincial papers in the Saorstat every year 
at the time. when supplies are available.—

Within the next few davs a small piece of 
land on the western seaboard of the Free 
State is to be vested in a trust as a bird 
sanctuary by ‘the Land Commission. The 
trustees will be Mr. 8. L. Brown, K.C.; the 
Rev. P. G, Kennedy, 8.J., and Mr. P. E. 
Dunne. The district is the chief breeding 
ground in the British Isles of the rare red- 
necked. phalarope. 

This announeement was made by. Mr. 
C. B. Moffat, Honorary “Secretary, to. the 
annual meeting of the Irish Society for the 
Protection -of Bitds in Academy’ House, 
Dublin, yesterday, at which Mr. $. L Brown 
presided. 

Mr. Moffat’s report regretted that there 
was no satisfactory decrease in the violent 
campaign in Connemara for the destruction of 
nearly -all kinds ef birds.and beasts ‘of prey. 
The badger had been removed by the Con- 
nemara Association from ‘the list of animals 
for whose heads it paid awards, but there was, 
as yet, no assurance that the kestrel or the

People leaned against barriers, and some 
tried to snatch a sleep in the stands, but 
rarely did they avoid the watchful eyes of 
the police. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock Oxford street 
and Regent street were completely blocked, 
and crowds swarmed over the roadway, It 
was with difficulty that the police, aided 
by their loud-speaker cars, averted com- 
plete chaos.

JATALAN DIVISIONS 


General Sebastian Pozas, whom the 
Government. assigned to the military com- 
mand of Catalonia durjhg the civil dis- 
orders which ended last week, has given a 
significant interview to the Press regard- 
ing the reorganisation of the Catalan 
divisions of the army. 

Declaring that members of all political 
parties are admitted to the '' Brigadas 
Mixtas,’’ he expressed the opinion that 
while political Commissars are extremely 
valuable in the Republican Army, their 
functions do not cover the technical aspects 
of war. 

He had occasionally found it necessary, 
he said, to keep the, plan of operations 
secret from political Commissars, but he 
was always willing to explain the necessity 
for secrecy. 

This declaration is regarded as tend- 
ing to strengthen military control, 
especially in Catalonia. 

General Pozas, who was appointed 
Minister of the Interior at the outbreak of 
the civil war, was formerly in command 
of the Guadarrama front outside Madrid.

ATR RAIDS 


All yesterday morning the outskirts of 
Bilbao was subjected to air raids, ’Planes 
taking part were the Junkers “flying 
coffins,’’ as they are called all over Spain 
on account of their lumbering gait and 
clumsy shape, and the smart new Heinkel 
mixed two-engined aircraft. 3y 1.20 
there had been twelve alarms, the sirens 
following one another so fast from 6.30 
that thousands of people did not have 
time to leave the shelters between raids. 
Several bombs were dropped on the 
villages of Sondica and Lujua (both about 
five miles north of Bilbao). At the former 
place a bomb exploded near the church, 
and at Lujua several cows were killed. 


FRANCO’S BATTERIES 
POUND MADRID 


—— -> nen a 
FORTY KILLED 


Forty people were killed and over 150 
wounded yesterday in one of the worst 
shellings General Franco’s artillery has 
given the city, says a Madrid telegram. 
Between five and eleven a.m, over 100 
shelis, mostly of large calibre, were shot 
over from the concealed battery behind 
the insurgent lines west of the capital, 
The majority of them fell in the centre of 
the city, but in the outlying districts cf 
Fuencarral de ‘la Delicias and Cuatro 
Caminos, odd shells crashed into high 
buildings, carrying off two and three 
storeys at a time. One shell, falling on 4 
brewery, killed two people and wounded 
twenty-seven. 

In the Gran Via, the fine new boulevard 
of the capital’s west end, whole blocks 
were blasted to smithereens, the wreckage 
blocking the wide street. In front of the 
skyscraper telephone headquarters, the 
principal feature of the Gran Via, a large 
splinter fell at the feet of a passer-by, who 
was overcome by shock, and continued 
standing though unconscious. 


RUSH TO SAFETY 


In the Calle de Alcala, running. east- 
ward from the Puerta del Sol, a shell 
burst in a room where a man was asleep. 
He was unwounded, but the shock has 
driven him insane. Underground stations 
were: crowded with people taking refuge 
during the shelling. Trams stopped 
running in the central part of the city 
owing to the danger. Occupants of private 
houses were roused from their beds and 
rushed down to cellars as the shelling 
began, many of them in little more than 
their night clothes. 

At times big shells crashed into the 
city at the rate of one a minute, As 
time passed the fire became. more 
spasmodic and gradually ceased,

THE “ SILVER DART ” 

The first aeroplane to be flown in the 
British Empire took to the air in Nova 
Scotia in 1909. It was the “Silver Dart,’’ 
which, on that historic occasion, covered 
more than half a mile. Thus encouraged, the 
pilots on ‘the following day covered the 
almost incredible distance of four-and-a-half 
miles at a height of thirty feet over the Bras 
d’Or Lakes; while on March 10th of the same 
year the machine shattered all previous 
records when it flew twenty miles. In all, | 
during its heéctie career, the Silver Dart. 
covered 1,000 miles. Unfortunately, it 
crashed when it was being demonstrated 
before some military authorities. 

Two of the pioneer aviators who helped to 
construct and fiy the aeroplane are still 
alive; J, A. McCurdy and “Casey” Bald- 
win, whilst a third, without whose financiat 
help there would probably have been no 
machine, was non? other than Dr. Graham 
Bell, who achieved more fame through his 
association with Edison and the invention of 
the telephone 

From that first ’plane there has grown a 
network of airways that rank among the 
safest and finest in the world. 

The functions of their machines are varied, 
to say the least. 

They transport machinery to the mining 
workings; they carry a heavier load of 
freight and mails than those of any other 
country, the annual freight load accounting 
for 80 per cent. of the total freight flown in 
the Empire, or something over 17,000,000ibs. 
The poundage of mails last year touched 
1,250,000. The machines also keep a watch 
on fcrests; they have surveyed nearly half a 
Pmillion square miles of, hitherto unexplored 
territory ; they have taken thousands of photo- 
graphs to help the geologist and the pros- 
pectr, and thev have given wings to the 
famous North West Mounties,
